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IN SANE 


Since the 1950s a group called SANE has been 
busily engaged in efforts to ‘‘ban the bomb,’’ get the 
United States out of Vietnam, block the production of 
the B-1 bomber, stop the complete use of the Cruise 
Missile and to eliminate a host of other projects essen- 
tial to the defense of the United States. 


SANE’s alleged thinking is that if the United 
States would cut back its defense capability and let the 
Soviets see how friendly we are, that the Soviets would 
trust us and begin cutting back their military and de- 
fense efforts. The Soviets like the ideas proposed by 
SANE, and SANE’s program has become so popular 
with the Russians that they frequently drop by its 
Washington office to pick up the literature and keep 
current on SANE’s activities. According to SANE, its 
headquarters has become a regular stop on the orienta- 
tion tour for incoming Soviet officials, many of whom 
we are told are KGB agents. 


The fallacy of SANE’s thinking should be clear to 
all by now. The so-called ‘‘Hawks’’ in the Congress who 
foolishly subscribe to this theory have slowed down our 
defense efforts to the point where the United States, 
which once enjoyed a 4-to-1 military edge over the 
Soviets, has now slipped to the second spot on the to- 
tem pole. The small ‘‘peace at any price’’ group in the 
Congress must be held accountable for its activities 
over the past 15 years. 


We ought to send some of the SANE folks to work in 
Moscow to find out how the Russian system really 
works. We think they have been ‘‘naive’’ long enough 
and should get the facts and change their tactics...or 
accept the title ‘‘INSANE.”’ 


CRIME 


In March American Cause reported that 52 Ameri- 
cans had lost their lives in terrorist bombings dur- 
ing the first 11 months of 1975. According to recent FBI 
reports, 28 persons have died from bombings during 
the first six months of 1976. This spread of death and 
terrorism must be stopped. 
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has been introduced by Senators James Allen (Ala.) 
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and Robert Byrd (W.Va.). It calls for mandatory 2-year 
minimum prison sentences for those convicted of mur- 
der, rape, or aggravated assault and robbery. We think 
bombers should be put away for 10 years. 


It is bad enough that we have to live in communities 
where terrorism and rising crime make it unsafe to 
leave our homes after dark, but we are forced to pay the 
bill for those who create this condition. Government 
figures put the annual cost of crime at $90 billion, which 
amounts to more than $400 for each adult and child in 
the United States. In addition, the average U.S. family 
has to pay approximately $100 per year for the ‘‘hidden 
tax’’ caused by shoplifting, which has become so wide- 
spread it is nearly an epidemic. 


Crime prevention and reduction in the crime rate de- 
mands the immediate attention of Congress, all of the 
state assemblies and our local governments. There is a 
weakness in the system, and whether it be with the 
Congress, the courts, or the national and local law en- 
forcement organizations, it should be identified and 
corrected immediately. American households are truly 
tired of being charged $90 billion each year just to be 
haunted by criminals and troublemakers. 


GUN CONTROL ACTIVITY 


A new group has emerged to wage the ever-increas- 
ing fight for gun control. Grandly described as the 
National Gun Control Center (NGCC), the organization 
lists a Washington, D.C. address and creates the im- 
pression that it will turn the Nation’s Capital into a hot- 
bed of gun control activity. 


American Cause became interested in the National 
Gun Control Center and sent one of its investigators 
to look into this prestigious sounding outfit. It turned 
out that the Washington office contained one person to 
answer the telephone.

SALT Il 


According to the latest reports in Washington, the 
proposed SALT II agreements between the United 
States and the Soviet Union call for a limitation of 2,400 
strategic delivery vehicles. Once again this will put the 
United States at a gross disadvantage. 


One of the main points of disagreement has to do 
with the U.S. Cruise Missile and the communist Back- 
fire Bomber. The Russians insist that the United States 
include its Cruise Missiles within the above figure lim- 
itation. The United States insists that the Cruise Mis- 
sile is not, | repeat, not a strategic delivery vehicle.

Despite reports which 
have been surreptitiously spread, Secretary Kissinger 
once again is inclined to accept the Russian’s conditions 
and further appease our only present potential enemy. 


There can be no question but that the SALT | agree- 
ment dealt a severe blow to our defense capability by 
limiting our defense posture. Some think that SALT II 
will destroy it completely.

Given 
achoice, most Americans would opt for improving our 
Canal instead of lessening our sovereignty and reten- 
tion under the threat of guerrilla warfare.
